commanders of tho foreign voaaola in
this port will be guided in tho future.
Tho causo of all ttao trouble wag tho'
treatment to which threo Amorican
barks woro subjected on last"Saturday
by the indiscriminate fuailado from tho
inaurgent warships.
Tho American veaaola woro tho bark

Amy, Captain Blackford, built in Bath,
liaine, in 1883 and owned by "\V. S. Wil¬
son; tho bark Good Nows, Captain
Mvrick, built in Baltimore in 1889, and
owned by 0. Morton Stewart & Co; and
tho bark Julia Rollins, Captain Kiehne,
built in Baltimore in 18S4, and owned
by Thornton Rollins, of that city.

THE BARKS IN DANQEIU
On Saturday last, while lying at

anchor, all of tho voaaela woro endan¬
gered by tho chanco shots fired by tho
insurgents. These whistled through
the rigainga and passed tho men at work
upon tho aecks. Many of tho crows of
tho threo vessels narrowly eacaped
being ahot.

Aftor suffering a groat doal of annoy¬
ance and running great riaks in tho
hope that tho insurgents would realize

J the folly of thoir action and put a atop
to their reckloaa firing tho threo cap¬
tains hold a hurriod conferonco and de¬
termined to appoal for protection to tho
United States warahipa and to request
that tho barka bo given an eacort to tho
wharvoa.
Captains Kiehno, Myrick and Black¬

ford put ofl in small boata at danger to
themselves and pulling up to whoro tho
flagahip Now York was stationed asked
that they bo allowed a conferonco with
Admiral Bonham.
Upon stating tho object of thoir visit

thoir roquost was readily granted and
they wont aboard tho Now York.
Admiral Bonham li8toned attentively

to thoir atory, appoarod to tako tho
greatoat intoreat in it, and wjion the
captains finished with thoir ataiomonta
ho promiaod that hp would do ovory-
thing in hia powor to allord thom tho
fullest protection. JJo aaid, howovor,
that beforo making any diaplay of force
on tho part of hia floot or giving tho
captaina the oscort they roqueated, ho
thought it only right to first notify tho
inaurgont, Admiral Salannada Gama, of
the captains' complaints. Perhaps, ho
said, aa a rosultvot thia notification da
Gama would promptly order hi8 gun¬
ners to atop ondangoring tho Amorican
ahipa, and thia would torminate all fur-
thor cause for complaint.

THE ADMIRAL INSULTED.
Accordingly Admiral Bonham aont

ono of his officers to the Aqnidaban
with orders to acquaint Admiral do
Gama with tho facta in tho caso, and to
nak him ao have an end put to such
rockleia gunning.
Da Gama was apparently in very bad

humor when tho Amorican officor ar-
rivod aboard tho Aquidaban, and with
many exclamations of impationco ho
listened to tho recital of tho American
captain's grievances. Tho iniurgont
admiral was ovidently atill nnnoyod
over tho unsatisfactory conferences
which ho had hold with* Admiral Ben-
ham and indiaoosod to do anything
which would prove pleasine totho com-
mandor of tho United Statos fleet
"When tho Amorican officer had fin¬

ished making his statement, Da Gama.
with a shrug of his shoulder*, aaid. in
a very aluirp tono: "It is not my fault.
Tho American ship captain* "should
know enough to keop themselves and
their crews out of tho. rnnuo of our

guns. 1 nhall not take any notico oi
.this matter." ">

Early thia morning, howovor, tho

San Francisco, Dotroit. and other
TJnitod Status war vossols horo woro
cloarod for action and their anchora
woro ralaod.
Admiral Bonham then Bent word to,tho captains of tho Good Nowa, Julia

Uollina and Amy that ho was propared
to keen hie proralso to them, and that
n3 soon as thoy woro roady to procoodho would oacort them to tho wharves.
At thla momdnt Captain Kiohno, of

tho Julia Rollins, and Myrlck, of tho
Good Nowa, weakened and dosplto their
vigorous protostationB and urgont de¬
mand of Saturday thev roturnod that
thoy did not caro to imbittor tho insur¬
gent admiral by putting thomsolvos
under tho oHCort of tho IJnitod Statos
naval floot. Captain Blackford, of tho
Amy, however, showed himself mado
of Bterncr stuff, and announced that ho
would got roady at onco and accept tho
protection which Admiral Benbnin had
olio rod him.

Accordingly tho Amy took her posi¬tion in tho ranks of tho U. S. war
veaeela and tho formldablo procession
started on its way up Rio harbor.
Tho nowa that aomothine important

waa taking placo aboard tho American
war Bhipa rapidly spread both on ahoro
and aboard tho Bhipa of all tho foreignfleota roprosontod at thla port.
Tho stroota at Rio fronting tho bay

A FORMIDABLE FUOCESSION.
Tho Detroit took tho loading part in

tho proceaaion. Tho fleet aa it ap¬
proached nearor to Rio camo quito cloao
to tho ahoro causine Intonso excitement
among both tho soldiera and civilians
on board tno various voaaela.
Tho Amy procoodod on her way to

tho wharf and waa eafoly moored thore.
Not until hor captain had reported

that ho waa fully aatisllod did his power¬ful escort leave him.

single shot was fired, but tho Bceno waa

ono,
Aftor passing along Rio'a water front

tho floet roturnod out into tho bav and
anchored in noarly tho aarao position it
had occupied provioua'to tho demon¬
stration. Tho aflair is tho aolo absorb¬
ing topic of convocation afloat and
a8horo to-night,
Tho policy of "non-intorforonco bo

steadfastly pursuod by Commandor
Honry F. Picking baa to-day boen abso¬
lutely revorsed by this action of Ad¬
miral Bonham.
Full protection will bo given from

thla timo on to all American vessels as
Minister Thompson has all along ro-
quested. It is boliovod horo that tho
minister's repoatod measagea to Wash¬
ington in behalf of American ahip
owners have at last had tho doairod
offect with tho presont administration
and that Admiral Benham's action of
to-day la tho result of orders which ho
has recently received.
Thero can bo no doubting tho good

that hag boon dono to American ship¬ping in Brazilian ports by tho demon¬
stration in Rio this morning.

London, Jan. 29..Tho following ad¬

vance cable mesaago aent to tho Times
from Rio do Janeiro, dated Thursday
last, January 25, via Montovidoo Janu¬
ary 29, conlirma tho Associated Press
dispatchea in rogard to tho peace nego¬
tiations which havoboen going on under
tho auspices of Rear Admiral Benham,
on board tho United States flagships:
"Tho American admiral, on Monday,

invitod Admiral da Gama to an inter¬
view on board tho flagship Now York.
"Admiral da Gama stated that tho

American admiral assumed a somewhat
peremptory mannor, stating that tho
insurgent cause waa helpless and that
ho proposed to arrango a reconciliation.
"Admiral da Gama ropliod that tho

only terms possiblo waa tho resignation
of Preflidont Poixoto and a froo election.
"Tho Amorican admiral then lost his

tempor and said that ho would protect
commerco and also tho landing of gov¬
ernment war material, using force if
necessary.
"Admiral da Gama ropliod that tho

insurgents control tho atatos of Rio
Grande Do Sul, Santa Catharina and
Parana and that thoy will make ovoryeflort to hold out at Rio do Janeiro
until tho arrival of tho southern troops
aa thoy conaidor thoy had a fair chanco
of victory.
"Yesterday tho admiral attondod the

palaco in ordor to pay an official visit.
IIo had proviously notiflod Prosidont
Peixoto, but was kopt waiting for two
hours, and thon an orderly informed,
him that tho president was busy and
unablo to rocoive him.
"The Americans say that thia ia a di¬

rect insult to tho Amorican navy.
"A naval conferonco of tho foreign

commanders waa held to-day, and it
was decided to. telegraph to their re¬
spective govornmontB, Baying that tho
insurgonts have completo control of tho
harbor, and asking for instructions aa
to whether thoy aro to uso force in or¬
der to protect shipping or givo the in¬
surgents a free hand.
"Admiral do Mello is now at Curitiba,

THE TUG OF WAR
Gomes on tho Internal Rovonuo

Part of tho Wilson Bill

OPPOSITION TO THE INCOME TAX
Fcaturo Strongly Dovclopdd.Mr.
Covert, tho Now York Democratic
Loader, Doolnros Ho will Voto
Against tho Entire Measure.Mc«
Mlllin Opons tho Dobuto for tho
Friends of tho Bill.His Argument
For tho Income Tax Proposition.
Ho Holds llmt it Is tho Most EquU
tablo MothocL

Washington, D. 0. Jan. 20..Tho do-
bato on tho internal rovonuo bill in¬
cluding tho provision for tho income
tax began in tho houso to-day.
Undor tho call of cominlttoo9 for re-1

ports, after tho reading"of tho journnl,
Mr. McCroarv, chairman of tho foreign
affairs committee, reported his reaolu-1
tion expressing tho aonso of tho house
on the Hawaiian situation. Tho minor¬
ity were given leave to submit their
views.
Upon tho completion of the call tho

houao wont into committee of tho whole
for tho purpose of further consideration
of tho tariff bill. Mr. McMillin (Dem.,
Toun.) chairman of tho aub-committeo
of tho ways and means on intornal
revenuo, was immodiatoly rccognlzod
and according to tho caucus programme
ho ottered as an nmendmont to tho pro¬
vision imposing a tax of $1 per thousand
upon cigarettes the entiro internal
revenue bill.
When tho roading was completod Mr.

McMillin was recognized to open tho
debate in favor of tho amondmont. As
ho was about to begin Mr. Tracoy, (Dom.
N. Y.,) askod to reserve all points of
order against tho amendment.

Messrs. McMillin and McGreary con¬
tended that It was too lato to mako a
point of ordor, debato upon tho amend¬
ment having boen entered upon boforo
the point was mado. Tho chair over¬
ruled the point of ordor ahd Mr. Mc¬
Millin began his argument. "Republi¬
can party," he began, "started out for
high protection, then clamored for
highor protection and at last undor tho
act of 1890 roached tho higheat protec¬
tion over known here. They pretended
first that it was for tho purposo of pro¬
tecting infant industries but finally
thoy candidly proclaimed that they
wanted to legislate for capital abroad
and thoy did it. Ilow do you lovo its
fruits? Ard'youaatisfiCd^WttirthTkind
of prosperity it ha3 given? Are you
content to obtain the home market and
cut yourself oft from all the balanco of
tho markots of tho world to onable a
fow corporations to combino in trust
and put up pricos on the articles that
are produced hero and that aro ex¬
cluded from coming from othor coun¬
tries by reason of our excessive rato of
taxation? Why is it that, in the midst
of plonty, wo aro starving? Why is it,
when wo should bo all prosperity, wo
aro all adversity? Why is it that Amer¬
icans, under a sptem that was prom¬ised to yield them such plenty, are
doomo'8 to suffer in such penury and
vrant? Why is it that nearly a million
people of tho United Statos'aro unem¬
ployed without wages, and moro peoplearo bogging for alms at this houronthia
continent than over did boforo since
America was discovered?

THE OLD CKY.
"Mr. Chairman,wo will not discharge

our duty to tho people who suffer; wo
will not doservothat continued supportthat tho American people havo giventho Democratic party fromtimo to time,
if wo do not, liko mon, come to tho de¬
spairing peoplo and determine what¬
ever olse occurs, robbery shall no lon¬
ger bo carried on by oporation of the
law. Sir, come what will, wo will re¬
duce this tariH to a revenue basis; wo
will impose taxoa for public purposes
and not for private gains or to enablo
some individuals to accumulato private
fortunes at the expense of others. Tho
government of tho United Statos re¬
quires a vast amount of revenuo to car¬
ry on its various oporationa. A less
favored people could not meet tho ex-
cosaivo drain that is made for the pur¬
poso of maintaining it. It roquires $3
federal taxes imposod upon ovory man,
woman and child in the United States
for this purposo. This is raised almost
exclusively from consumption. Thore ia
a very small part of it that is a
tax on the wealthy of tho country. It
is imposod by way of taxoa on all spir¬
its that entor into tho drugs that aro
given to the peoplo when sick; on all
of the spirits that aro consumed by
them; all of tho tobacco that ia usod in
various forms. But this 18 only a small
portion of it, for tho greater part ia ob¬
tained from import duties upon tho
clothes tho.peoplo wear and tho things
thoy must havo for thoir comfort orox-
ietonco. If a man owns fifty or one
hundrod millions of proporty in tho
United States, as eomo do, ho pays only
on what ho eats, what he drinks, what
ho wears, and the othor things he uses.
The time has eomo when this should bo
changed, and I ask of any reasonable
person whether it is unjust to expectthat a small per cent of this enormous
revenue shall bo placed upon tho ac¬
cumulated wealth of tho country in¬
stead of placing all upon the consump¬
tion of the country. Is it not timo that
great estatos which aro protected by
our army, which are defonded by our
navy,which are benefittedby the various
operations of government, should con¬
tribute in eomo groater dogreo to carry
on the government throughout whichalono they could have accummulatod, or
by which they are to bo protocted? Tho
peoplo of the'Unitert State* do not aak
that nil of it shall bo placed on accum-
mulatcd woalth. But thoy do insist
tllat it ia not unreasonable or unjust to
require that a very Bmall* proportion of
it shall be. And, yet when it is pro¬
posed to shift this burden from thoso
who cannot hear it to thqio who can, to
divide it botweph consumption and
woulth, to shift it from tho laborer, who
.has,nothing but his power to toil and
sweat, to.the man who' has a fortun o
made or inhorited; wo hear a huojuid
cry raised'by some individvala that it ia
unjust and'inquisitorial in its naturo
and.f&osld: not bo adopted. Then, we

imiat, Mr. Chairman, that it li not un¬
reasonable or unjuit that a small part
from twonty-flvo millions of this money
shoulil bo colloctod from this acctitn-
mulatlon. 1 know of no argumont that
it) at all conclusive or rational that
can bo urgod agalnat this form of taxa-
tion.

A FAIR TAX.
If wo aro not to Impose any additional

tax on clgarottos ai wo do, if wo aro not
to impose a tax on playing carda ae la
propoaod by ua; if wo aro not to im-
poao a tax on inhoritancoa, and if wo
aro not to placo a tax upon tbo incomoa
in this country aa this bill providos, or
incroaao tho whisky tax, 1 wish to know
from what sources wo aro to got that
dotlcioncy which haa boon characteristic
of tho rovonuos for months poat, and
bids fair to bo up'to tho fund of tho
preaont, if not tho »uccooding fiscal yoar.
Thoro ia nothing in this hill against

which any just man can complain,
thoro is nothing to nrouso foar that an
ill camo from it. It ia no tax on broad.
It i3 no embargo placod on prosperity.
Itia no cllort to provnnt prosperity. It is
no death blow niuiod at commerce, but
it an ollort to in Borao way requiro
oach citizen to contributo to tho govern¬
ment in proportion to what bo has.

41 \Vo havo at lait diacovorod how to
covorn man and atill leavo him freo.
This ia boat dono by protoctinc him in
his lifo, liberty and pursuit of hap pi-,
nosa and leaving him to work out hla
own salvation. Any lawa thatdiacrlmi-
nato against ono claaa of citizons and in
favor of another cannot long stand.

Senator Teller (Bep., Colorado,) made

TKODBLE 2LT MCDONALD.
Vory serious reports of trouble woro

brought from McDonald to-night by
Mr. McCue, ownor of tho Cherry minoa
at Hayo's station. Ho states that earlythis morning notices woro posted in tho
blackamith shop notifying tho 125
minora who wero working at the 05-
cent rato that thoy would have to vacate
at onco or tho tipplo would bo burnod.
Frightened over tho noticos, tho mon
preparod to obov. As thoy left tho
mino Thomas MacMahon, a stable bosa
for the mining company, hoard two
shots, and at tho same time bullots
whistled by his head. Ho replied with
two shots from hia revolvor, althoughit being yet before daybreak ho could
only firo in tho direction of
tho flash which proceded tho previous
reports. Thero are in tho,mino aoYon
English-speaking Swedos. Thoy ob¬
jected to tho other miners quitting
work, stating that thoy wero willing to
remain at work and abido by tho conso-
quoncos.

the mines and remained there all day.Towards nightfall they loft in tho direc¬
tion of McDonald Station, and tho re¬
port was then atartod that the Rand
mines and tho Robbing company storo
were to bo burned to-night Chief
Deputy Sheriff Lowory tolegrnpbcd tho
deputy aherili at McDonald and they
reported that thore was no attompt to
start the mino for several days. %

A RED FLAG.

During tho day considerable oxcito-
ment was occasioned at Bowor Hill by
tho announcement that tho anarchists
would rniao a rod flag and declare for
blood. About tlfteon foreigners did ap¬
pear with their flag, but when thoy saw
tho deputy shorifla who wero ou guard
thoy turned nt onco and fled. A ri'otoua
demonstration occnrred at Bridgeville.Twelve Slavs ontored t^o Foster grocorv
store and demanded guns and ammun¬
ition. Thoy wero refuaod and then be¬
came boistorons and throated to wreck
tho storo. A jjquad of fifty vigilance
committee »non. fully armod, pursued
tho Slavs and arrested throe. Twonty-two Slavs in the Tom's 'Run district,who aro alleged to be connoctod with
tho rioting, nt Steon's mines, wero ar¬
rested this morning and aro now.in
jail, charged with rioting. Tho mino
itself has resumed and quiot prevails in
that district.
